*]Pll0 Capture of tlie Mexican Steamers. 


The following is an explanation of the 


cause of the capture of the Mexican steam- 
ers in the harbor of Yera Cruz : 


Miramon commenced the seige of Vera 


Cruz on the 5th. 
On the Oth two steamers 


appeared before the city which refused to 
show their colors. Com. Jarvis therefore 
ordered the Saratoga, with detachments 
from the Savannah ami Orebez, on the 
steamers Indianola and Wave, to proceed to 
the anchorage and ascertain their character. 
As the Saratoga, towed, by the Indianolia, 
approached, the steamers tried to escape, 
but too late. 
Capt. Turner sent a boat out 


with a flag to demand the nationality of the 
steamers. The boat was fired upon twice, 
whereupon the Saratoga fired a broadside 
into the steamers of Moran, and the action 
became general. 
Both steamers now hoist- 


ed Spanish colors, and after a spirited en- 
fagement Moran surrendered with most of 


\s men. 
American loss 3 wounded, 1 


mortally; Mexican loss 15 killed, 20 to 30 
wounded. 


If this statement is true the course of the 


captain of the Saratoga is commendable.— 
It will be seen by our telegraphic reports 
that the news is regarded at Washington as 
of the highest importance as it cannot be 
otherwise than that the Spanish authorities 
of Cuba knew that the hostile steamers were 
fitting out for the purpose of aiding Mira- 
mon, and may have been intended as a part 
of a plan of the Spanish government to re- 
conquer Mexico. 
Vfe do not believe the 


people of the United States will permit 
Spain to gain a foothold in that country, 
and if she persists in it we are undoubtedly 
on the eve of a war with that power. This 
fiilibusteriDg expedition from Cuba may in- 
duce similar attempts from this country 
upon Cuba, and we cannot see how Spain 
can fairly complain of it, after this. 


Does any one suppose that Booth would 


have been arrested had Judge Smith been 
npon the supreme bench? Not at all; nor 
do we believe that the arrest would have 
been made had the republican state conven- 
tion nominated him, or had it discharged its 
duty to the party and put its candidate upon 
a square platform, declaring the principle 
which he is supposed to represent.

From the Zambesi expedition intelligence 


has been received at London by her ma- 
jesty's steamer Lynx, to a late date in De- 
cember. 
Dr. Livingstone nnd his party 


were then at Kongono harbor on the Zam- 
besi delta, and with the aid of the engineers 
of tho Lynch, were engaged in repairing 
their steam launch, the Ma Robert, the iron 
plates of which have now been worn to the 
hinness of a wafer. They had returned 
rom a second expedition up the Shire, in 
'hich they penetrated far up beyond Lako 
jhirwa to Lake Nyassa. The former^they 
ascertained to be a sheet of water ninety 
miles in length; while the latter is of still 
arger magnitude, and one of the chain of 
ak«s of which the discoveries of Captains 
3urton and Speke are the continuations 
.orthward. 


Dr. Livingstone speaks in glowing terms 


_f the country which he traversed, and he 
las applied to the church missionary socie- 
y in London to exert themselves for occu- 
pying it as a most inviting missionary field, 
ylr. Baines, the artist of the expedition, has 
jeen compelled from failing health to come 
lowu in the Lynx to the Cape, but he pur- 
joses returning again to the Zambesi before 
ong. 
Mr. Thornton, the geologist, had pro- 


ceeded to the interior, on an independent 
expedition of his own, in company with 
some Portuguese traders. And when the 
~.ynx left the Kongone, Dr. Livingstone, 


•ith bis brother, Dr. Kirk, and Mr. E,ae, 


were to return to Tete with the Ma Robert, 
and thence overland by foot on a visit to the 
Vlakololo country. This journey was ex- 
pected to extend over a period of at least 
;ight months. 


DISCOVERY OF A NEW COTTON' REGION. 


RIVER SHIRE, Noy. 4, 1859. 


My DEAR MR. CLEGG :—We have just re- 


turned from visiting the Lake Nyassa, the 
source of the river Shire, and what is of 


reater importance, have discovered a great 


cotton growing and cotton manufacttuug 
country. 
The cotton is of two kindti, na- 


tive and foreign. 
The native is short in the 


staple, and feels more like wool than cot- 
ton. The foreign appears to b6 of good 
quality, with a staple from three fourths of 
an inch to an inch in length. 
It is perren- 


lial, and requires planting only once in 
three years, while the 'native has to be 
Dlanted annually, in the highlands, yet the 
oeople prefer the latter, because, they say, 
.t makes the stronger cloth. We remarked 
to a number of intelligent looking men in 
one village, " You should plant plenty ot 
cotton, and perhaps the English will come 
soon and buy it.'' "Truly! the country is 
full of cotton," replied one elderly man, who 
was a trader, and had traveled much ; and 
our own observation confirmed the truth of 
this. 
Everywhere we saw it while passing 


through two and a half degrees of latitude, 
and it probably extends much further. 
Ev- 


ery family appears to have a piece of cot- 
ton ground, and it was gratifying to see how 
clear of weeds and grass they kept them.— 
Doctors Livingstone and Kirk, while pass- 
ing through part of the same region last 
April, saw cotton patches of from two to 
three acres each, though this time on a dif- 
ferent route, we did not observe any con 
taining more thin one-third of an acre. 
They were in general about a quarter of an 
acre each. In every village we saw men 
busy cleaning, spinning and weaving cot- 
ton. 
The looms are of the simplest possi- 


ble construction, and all the processes are 
exceedingly slow. 


"This vast cotton region is easily acces- 


bible. 
The Shire joins tho Zambesi about 


one hundred miles from the sea, below the 
difficult parts of tho latter river; and for one 
hundred and. twelve miles the Shire has a 
deep channel, the river being from one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred yards 
wide. 
One hundred and twelve miles from 


its mouth the cataracts commence (lat. 15' 
55' S.,) and for thirty miles the river is nol 
navigable (goods would have to be carrie> 
overland here) above the cataracts to Lake 
Nyassa; sixty miles tho river is again nav- 
igable, and how far to the north the great 
navigable lake extends we do not know-.— 
The natives said that it would take months 
to get to the head of the lake, 


"The Shire valley is about twelve miles 


wide at the foot of the lake, but soon ex- 
pands to twenty or thirty, being bounded or 
both sides all the way by ranges of hills, the 
range on the east or left bank being very 
lofty. 
There is an exceeding fertile plain on 


both sides of the river f we traveled on the 
east of tho river,) and pretty well cultivate: 
on the Upper Shire, where it is about twelve 
hundred feet above the level of the sea.— 
Ascending the eastern range of hills by a 
steep path, we soon reached a plateau, five 
hundred or six hundred feet higher; a sec 
ond ascent of one thousand feet, and we fmi 
another plateau, three or four miles wide 
and iu a short time we gain the highes 
part, upwards of three thousand feet above 
level of the sea, and find ourselves on an ex 
tensive table land, which in these three dis 
tict divisions extends some distance below 
the cataracts. 
This high table land is from 


twelve to fourteen miles wide, and its east 
ern side slopes gradually down to Lake Ta 
mandua or Shirwa (eighteen hundred fee 
above sea level.) east of which, we saw some 
lofty mountains. 


"On the table-land are numerous hills 


and two mountains—Chuadzua, about 5,00( 
feet high ; Zomba, at the northern extremi 
ty (which was ascended,) from 7,000 to 8, 
000 i'oet in height, and twenty miles long 
from north to south. 
The whole °qf this 


country is remarkable well watered ; wond 
ei-fully numerous are the streams and moun 
tain rills of cool, clear, gushing water. Ever 
Zomba has a river about twenty yards wide 
flowing through a fine valley near its sum 
in it. 
On one occasion we passed tigh 


streams and one spring in a single hour 
and this was at the end of a dry season. 


"Thase highlands seem to possess a salu 


brious climate ; the air was bracing, and we 
saw an unusually large number of old gray 
headed men and'women. 
The cotton conn 


try—not that merely where cotton may b 
easily grown, but whore they are actual]' 
growing it—begins twenty or thirty miles 
below the cataracts, and extends up to the 
lake and probably far beyond, both on the 
plains and in the highland—-the foreign cot 
ton growing at the lake and in different 
places for thirty miles below, and also again 
below the cataracts, while the native is cul 
tivatecl throughout the whole extent of coun 
try. The people live in villages, and are 
pretty numerous.. They seem to be an in 
dustrious race. 


"Iron is dug out of the hills, and each 


village has one or two smelting houses.— 
From their native iron they manufacture 
hoes, axes, spears, arrow-heads, knives anc 
numerous ornaments. Nearly all their owi 
clothing they prepare themselves ; it consists 
either of the bark of trees, skins of goats— 
for there are few or no wild animals in th 
highlands or in the well-peopled plains—anc 
native cloth ; and they are also great cnlti 
valors of the soil, men, women and children 
are often seen at work in the field. This 
seems really a fine country for benevoleu 
enterprise—-healthy highlands and the ma 
terials for commerce and water commnnica 
tion, with but a single exception. 
Let 


n:arket be opened, or an agency appointee 
for the purchase of their cotton, &c., anc 
they will soon increase the amount raisec 
to a large extent, as it does not require the 
severe toil which it doas in the Unitec 
States, and there are no frosts to kill it.— 
They are very anxious to trade. 
At the 


villages we c,ould hear the women ponndin^ 
corn all nip lit, to have meal to sell before 
we left. 
The people of one village which 


we passed, without stopping, followed us 


endeavoring to induce us to remain all night 
with them. 
As a last argument they cried 


after us, "Are we to have it said that white 
people passed through our country, and we 


id not see them.'-' 
We noticed extensive 


racts of land on the plains, where salt ex- 
ides from the soil. These would probably 
le found well adapted for Sea Island, as the 
oreign cotton becomes longer in the staple 
;>n these lands.

ilains, and in the highlands.

SALT MANUFACTURE AT SAOINAW.—On 


Saturday last, we paid a visit to the sal 
works in this city to ascertain the latest -de 
velopmeuts ia that line. 
We found th 


superintendent, Dr. Potter, with his assist 
ants, actively engaged in hauling out from 
a couple of boiling cauldrons, shovels ful 
of the clearest, whitest and most commoi 
salt we have ever seen. It was thrown into 
baskets to drain off and become dry. Th, 
brine was drawn from the bottom of the 
well by the drill pump, a sufficient quantit' 
being thus obtained to fill the kettles abort 
two-thirds full. 
After heating up .gradually 


and boiling awhile, the salt begins to to be 
deposited at the bottom of the kettles, anc 
is hauled out with a sort of circular shove 
with a rod in the center for a handle. 
A 


the time of our visit we should judge two or 
three bushels of salt had been taken out 
and more to come. Quite a number of cit 
izens and strangers were present witnessing 
the first satisfactory and successful manu 
facturing of salt at this place, and. each vis 
itor carried away a specimen o.f the pro 
ducts—a lump 0,3 the most positive evidence 
of what had been done.—Saginau- Eri,ler 
prise, 157A.

band during the inquest, is said to have been 
heartrending.

and he clung to the corpse as though he 
would have brought it back to life with his 
endearments. 
His children had been taken 


to the neighbors, and he could scarcely be 
made to understand that they were not also 
in the river.

Their reputation, or the estimate men make 
of them from their, own observation or the

And while 
they should do less to take care of reputa- 
•ion than to maintain a blameless charac- 
er and a manly life, other men, when that 
eputation is falsely and cruelly assailed, 
hould rally to the rescue.

dness iu ministers, where it exists ; and 
o less so in vindicating them from the as- 
unlts of malice, and the plottings of re- 
enge. 
Por the latter purpose we claim 


the ear of the public, in behalf of a fellow- 
citizen, and a comparative stranger, Rev. 
R. P. Parshall. 
Many have found him a 


gentleman and a pleasant companion since 
he came to our city. 
Some have listened 


with pleasure to his preaching. But re- 
cently several copies of the " National Po- 
lice Gazette " have found their way hither, 
containing certain foul and reproachful 
charges against him, purporting to be reli- 
able evidence, adduced on his trial before 
a number of ministers and laymen in New 
York.

specifications three were declared sustained, 
but were virtually annulled by a protest, af- 
terwards signed by a majority of the coun- 
cil. Mr. Parshall, in his expectation of an 
easy triumph, submitted his case without 
summing up in his defense, or even a seem- 
ingly adverse decision

The church by whom these were made The

now eagerly desire his return to the pas- 
torship among them, and thus manifest their 
confidence in his purity and integrity.

how the ninety-three who voted for them 
felt towards him after the trial was past, 
and the results were before them. 


CHURCH MEETING AT SAXDY HILL.—At a 


regular meeting of the Baptist Church, in 
Sandy Hill, February 2d, I860, the follow- 
ing preamble and resolutions were adopted : 


H'hereas, In April last, our former pas- 


tor, R. F. Parshall, left us for the west; 
and soon after his leaving, certain reports 
were put iu circulation, calculating to in- 
jure him; and whereas, his church letter 
was sent for, and by an oxparte council 
was tried without a defense, condemned 
and excluded from the Church (at a meet- 
ing called at 8 o'clock in the evening, un- 
expected to the membership of the Church) 
by .0 members, or votes ; and whereas, 
said Elder Parsball has recently returned 
and demanded a new trial, before the same 
council; aud whereas, unholy and improp- 
er means were used previous to, and at the 
time^of the trial, to purchase testimony by 
offering money, and in various ways to in- 
fluence and prejudice the council; and 
whereas, notwithstanding all the legal, in- 
fluential and unscriptural means "which 
were used to prevent a fair investigation of 
the charges made, we feel that Elder Par- 
shall made a full, successful and triumph- 
ant defense, clearing himself of the foul 
charges made against him ; therefore, 


Resoh-ed, That the resolution on which 


Mr. Parshall was excluded from the Church 
on the 16th of August lait, be rescinded, 
and he be received as a member of this 
Church. 


Resolved, That this Church gave Elder 


Parshall, when he left here, a lett&r of dis- 
mission and commendation, and that they 
never have, by any consent, act or vote, re- 
called said lettor. 


liessolcixl, That the. labor commenced 


with R. F. Parshall was not according to 
the gospel of Christ, but was begun and car- 
ried^ forward on hearsay reports by leading 
spirits who have shown a greater desire to 
crush, than a Christian disposition to save, 
and was done against the wish and feelings 
of a majority of this Church. 


Resolved, That the trial of R. F. Par- 


shall, in August last, was exparte, and that 
it was then expressly stated to the council, 
that Elder Parshall' had made no defense, 
and that no reason was given by him for 
his absence, when, as it has since been 
proven to our satisfaction, that he did as- 
sign reasons for his absence, and therefore 
the decision of the council was not accord- 
ing to justice and righteousness. 


Resolved, That the statements published 


in the various secular papers, after Mr. 
Parshall's trial in August last, deposing 
him, were false, and were written through 
malice, and that not one particle of proof 
was produced in the late trial to prove such 
charges as were then published. 


Resolved, That on the late trial nothing 


in the judgment of the council was proven 
against our late Pastor but acts of impru- 
dence, and the only one which, in our judg- 
ment was sustained by any proof, he had 
acknowledged to those who knesv it previ- 
ous to his leaving, who constantly attended 
upon his_ ministration, and with apparent 
satisfaction, received tho bread and wine at 
ais hands, and they regarding it BO unim- 
portant that they voted him a letter of com- 
mendation to sister churches. 


Resolved, Thru, the acts of those engaged 


[u the prosecution, in sending out lawyers 
in different localities to personal enemies of 
tho accused, for affidavits to be presented 
as testimony, when the express agreement 
between the parties was to have nothing to 
do with lawyers, was unbecoming Christian 
men, and we repudiate it as unholy and 
uujust, as well as the manner of receiving 
testimony on the trial, which was some- 
times from the third person, and two of 
them being women of known illrepute. 


Resoh-ed, That, in the judgment of this 


Church, there was laid, outside of the 
Church, a deep plot for the money and ruin 
of R. F. Parshall. 


Resolved, That, as the late council were 


not united in their views and judgment, 
and mysteriously applied their decision to 
specifications containing charges that were 
not proven, nor attempted to be proved, 
and as we believe tke decision was not ac- 
cording to testimony, therefore we do not 
receive the decision of said council. 


Resolved, That Elder Parshall made a 


full and satisfactory acknowledgment of 
the act of imprudence he had done, and we 
believe I lint his deposition from the minis- 
try, aud his exclusion from the Church, are 
unjust, and not according to the gospel of 
Christ, but of prejudice and a determina- 
tion to rule. 


Resolved, That we, as a Church, owe 


much to Elder Parshnll for his laborious 
and self sacrificing efforts for our good, 
through which we havo been bnilt up and 
made strong, and that wehaveundiminish- 
ed confidence in his piety and integrity ; 
that we cheerfully recommend him as a 
successful, .laborious man of God to tho 
Christian world. 


Resolved, That these rssolutions be pub- 


lished.
